WASHINGTON— Final aspects 


of a possible merger of the Great 
Northern and the Milwaukee road 
were analyzed at a conference here 
today, by Howard Elliott, chairman 
of the board of the Northern Pac- 
cific who said he saw no serious 
difficulties in the way of such a 
merger. He estimated that within 
the next 17 years the 
two roads 


would be called upon to pay off or 
refund existing bonded 
indebted- 


ness amounting to $258,176,000, the 
Milwaukee roads share of that be- 
ing $157,35.1,000.

this necessity, he said, the merger 
could be brought about without en- 
dangering the roads' credit situa- 
tion!

ESSEX — Ruhr Valley coal op- 


erators who thought for a time last 
night that the French were to take 
over the mines this morning, found 
themselves still in 
possession 
of 


their properties, today and learned 
that only coal 
mined and above 


ground came . under 
the 
revised 


requisitioning order of the French. 


The magnates also learned that 


they face courtmartial instead 
oC 


actual arrest as a result 
of their 


refusal to deliver coal to France. 


The economic commission con- 


cluded that because of the shortage 
of technical exports it would 
be 


better to requisition only coal ready 
for delivery 
and 
to re-route 
to 


France all shipments intended for 
German domestic consumption. 
It was also said that certain na- 


tions, notably the U. S. and Great 
Britain looked with disfavor upon 
the tsrni "confiscations'" as it had

eries also faced the task of working 
the German forests on the left bank 
of the Rhine as ordered by

French. This step is a penalty for 
Germany's default in deliveries of 
wood.

ling them so as to give them the 
care that in the end will redrce the 
size of the 
problem. 
It is 'pos- 


sible that we are penny-wise and 
pound-foolish 
in connection 
with 


some of these matters. It is pos- 
sible that we are using worn-out 
methods in caring for these people. 
It'is possible that we are spend- 
ing our money so as to increase 
rather than to decrease the problem 
or, if that is not true, it is possible 
that we are not taking the long 
view of the matter ,and putting in- 
to operation methods which will re- 
duce the present 'burden upon 
the 


taxpayers. 
Possibly we are using 


a scythe when we should employ a 
mowing machine. 


"There is mental defect and di- 


sease. What is the situation with re- 
gard to our care of mental defect- 
ives? There is no question that the 
state is giving quite adequate care 
to incurable insane. Our spstem of 
county asylums for the care of this 
class is a system which has com- 
manded a considerable degree 
of 


respect. 
No stafc (}s giving better 


care to its incurable insane 
than 


Wisconsin. 


"On the other 
hand, 
when we 


look at oud care of the acute in- 
sane in our hospitals, we find that 
insanity is very rapidly overtaking 
our facilities and preventing 
tne 


length of treatment that is neces- 
sary to give the patient thc chance 
to recover. 
While a few years ago 


wo. could give each patient a year 
and a half in the hospital, now we 
can give them but nine 
months, 


whereas the authorities 
in mental 


disease say that each should have 
or an average two years. Our pres- 


! ent 
facilities 
are 
overwhelmed 


•. and large numbers cannot be 
ad- 


i mitted. 
Moreover, we have prac- 


tically no mental 
clinics, 
as has 


Massachusetts, 
to 
which 
people 


threatened with mental breakdown 
can. go for 
the 
early 
treatment 


which means so much in this class 
of diseases. 


"What is the situation -with ref- 


erence to the care of the 
mental 


defectives? 
How many there are 


in the state is unknown. In 1919 
there were about 500 in prisons re- 
formatories and industrial schools, 


, ;n county jails, in the House 
of 


, Correction of Milwaukee, 
in sev- 
| enteen county homes, in the state 


pulblic school and in the Milwau- 
kee Home for Dependent Children. 
In addition, there were 12.33 in the 
-state institutions for the 
feeble- 


minded. The rest are at large. It 
is estimated that there are about 
2SOO in the puiblic schools, or, if you 
count those who are on the border 
line, there are a total of 7200. 


"Large numbers 
of the 
delin- 


quents and pai-.pcrs are mentally 
defective. 
The recent Mental De- 


ficiency Survey in the slate showed 


normal mentally, and 
that 
'30^'c 


tested eleven 
years 
or younger. 


Over 10"Tr in the industrial schools 
were feeble-minded, over 12% in 
the Reformatory, 
and at the Re- 


formatory over 46% were abnor- 
mal m,-:tnally or personally. In the 
county jails lO'/r were feeble-mind- 
ed, while 45'~/n in the. county jails 
had some abnormality. 


"1 am told that in sorgo counties 


there are numbers awaiting com- 
mitment to the state institution un- 
til there shall be room. 
In other 


words, we do not have adequate fa- 
cilities in this 
slate 
for 
feeble- 


minded. As a result, our other in- 
stitutions are 
cluttered 
up with 


mental defectives, many of 
them 


also overcrowded. 


"Since it has been 
shown 
that 


most of the prisons of this coun- 
try are adapted to the reformation 
of the inmates. In this state, our 
prison has been 
a financial suc- 


cess. It costs the state very little 
money. If, however, 45 percent of 
those who 
leave 
it 
come 
back 


again, what does it profit the state 
that the prison 
is 
nearly self- 


supporting? 
The 
law concerning1 


the. prison states that 
one of its 


purposes is to 
reform 
men. Our 


Board of Control .is acting upon 
that assumption. 
Under 
the law 


they are permitted to parole even 
lifers. Nevertheless, 
in the effort 


to make the prison pay its way, it 
is a question whether the kind'and 
nunrber of trades taught there are 
an adequate vocational preparation 
for life in' the outside world. One 
of the 
biggest money-making- in- 


dustries m the prison is the bind- 
er-twine factory. And yet I think | 
io is a fair question, to ask bow- 
many of these men who are work- 
ing in thc binder-twine factory can 
get such a job when they get out. 
Mos,, of those employed are -work- 
ing upon a. contract for a knitting 
company, making 
sox and stock- 


:ngs. 
Again, how many of these 


men arc being prepared for a job 
in the outside world? 
Insofar'as 


tne state has developed farm work, 
it is preparing men for an occupa- 
tion for which there is great de- 
mand in the state. This matter of 
training them in occupations in the 
prison that will 
enable 
them to 


ta.ce a job when they get outside 
is imperative in view 
of the fact 


that 42M; percent 
of 
them have 


never been regularly employed be- 
fore incarceration. 


"Seventeen percent

mates of the county jails and 27 
percent of the 
Milwaukee House 


of Correction had 
beer, repeaters.

semester. 


The student dance balls are far too inadequate

Fraternities and 
sororities rarely give more than one or two 
formal dances a year, and these are in the 
n-.ain not extravagant affairs.

The year 1832 was memorable for the war 


of the Sacs and Foxes against 
the whites, 


Blaokhawk being the leader of the Indians. 


In the spring of that year the Winnebagoes 


had professed friendship for the settlers; but 
as the integrity of their promises was sus- 
pected, Co!. Brigham and the. men in the vi- 
cinity of the Blue Mounds built a block house 
i:i a commanding position near the mounds 
and about a mile and a half from the colonel's 
residence. 
A storehouse and barrack, about 


thirty by twenty feet, stood between two build- 
ings about twenty feet square; and a picket 
fence, of stout oak and standing sixteen feet 
high, surrounded the little fort of which James 
Aubrey had first command. 


All of the families in the surrounding coun- 


try where here assembled as no one knew when 
an attack might come. 


About the first of June Colonel Dodge, warn- 


ed of evil intentions on the part of the Indians, 
collected 
some' two 
hundred mounted men 


from the posts in the mining districts and pro- 
ceeded to Mound Fort on the third. This was 
also the date on which the two Misses Hall, 
who had been captured by the Sacs at the 
Fox river massacre, were delivered by the Win- 
ne-bagocs, who wished to obtain the reward of- 
fered by General Atkinson for their recovery. 


Three days later Commander Aubrey was 


killed -by Sacs while he was getting water at 
the spring about a mile and a half north of 
the fort. 


Two weeks, or a little less time passed. Then 


Indians were discovered near thfc fort and Lieu- 
tenant William Force and Mr. Green rode out 
to reconnoiter. They fell into an ambush of the 
savages and were surrounded and killed. Lieu- 
tenant Force's gold watch was taken by an In- 
dian who afterward perished in a prairie fire. 
In the pile of ashes a trader subsequently 
found the timepiece which was subsequently 
identified by Colonel Brigham. 


In the march of Colonel Dodge's detachment 


the Crawfish river was crossed near Aztalan, 
and'the trail, followed until the north end of 
Lake Monona was reached. In the timber be- 
yond the Catfish (later Yahara) bridge and 
what was afterward 
General Mills' country 


residence, the rearguard of the flying foe was 
reached and a wounded-' Indian crept away into 
some willow groves to die.' 


On marched the soldiers until they arrived 


at the edge of the water near the Meredith 
House. Here an Indian appeared and seated 
himself on the ground before them with the air 
of utter indifferer.ee to his fate. His body was 
instantly pierced by bullets. Afterward it was 
found that he was watching by the newly made 
grave of his wife, who had died of hunger and 
exhaustion, and that he had determined to 
await the advancing foe and his fate. 


Pursuit was continued along* Lake Mendota 


and by Colonel Slaughter's farm near the pres- 
ent village of Pheasant Branch—with occasion- 
al glimpses of the foe. 
When the Wisconsin 


river bluff was reached a battle took place. 
About sixty Indians were known'to be killed. 
The loss among oui- soldiers amounted to one 
kiHed and eight wounded. 


On the second of August came the battle of 


the Bad-Axe river resulting in the total -de 
struction of a very large portion 
of 
Black 


Hawk's men, women and children, and the cap- 
ture and dispersion of the remainder. 
Black 


hawk speedily surrendered himself to Chiefs 
Cha-e-tar and One-Eyed Decorra who brought
